THB WORLD MOVES. 

The events which have occurred In the sporting world within the 
last few years, especially in America, are not the least Apticeuble 
evidences of the progressive age In which we live. The s^rtsman 
of to-day is living as much in advance of his ancestors as they, per¬ 
haps, an hundred years ago, thought themselves the superiors of the 
"mighty hunter” of an antediluvian age. The most convincing 
proof of advancement among the sportsmen in this country has 
been that of a very general organization for the protection of game, 


and this movement has received its strongest impetus within the 
past year, which has witnessed the organization of State Sports¬ 
men s Associations in Illinois,.Maryland, Tennessee, Ohio, Maine, 
Wisconsin, and Kentucky, as well as that of a National Association, 
_ imposed ()f delegates from each State organization. And still the 
^11 IS rolling. The sportsmen of Utah, Nebraska, Iowa, Indiana, 
_ Michigan, and Minnesota are agitating the question, and the close of 
the year will doubtless see these States in line with those whose 
o sportsmen have already placed them right on the record. 

The organization of local clubs has been goinj? on with new vigor 
; Since this plan of State Associations has met with such unusual 
favor, and to-day the number of active local clubs in the United 
i; States may be reckoned by hundreds, while five years ago there were, 
perhaps, less than fifty. 

The power wielded by these State and local organizations can 
lardly be estimated, especially in the matter of game protection— 
composed as they are of the better class of amateur sportsmen— 

1 ) those who love sport for sport’s own sake, and for the health-giving 
exercise it affords. Instead of being a reproach to the community, 
they are respected and supported by all true citizens. 

We have not been slow to indorse in the most unqualified terms 
our he.irty approval of the objects of these organizations, and to 
endeavor to stimulate an universal desire for their encouragement 
> and support in every section ol the country. In fact, they must be 
ept up, and the objects for which they were formed vigorously 
1 carried into effect, else the ne.xt cVcade will witness the mournful 
spectacle of a country originally blessed by a bountiful Providence 
with an abundance of game and fish unable to afford to its people 
: even a tithe of what, with proper use, would have proved ample for 
ten times its population. The watchwords of the American sports¬ 
men must be Organization and Protection. 

Another noticeable step in the right direction, and which is an 
outgrowth of the State Associations, is the inauguration of Bench- 
shows and Field-triala of sporting dogs. To the Illinois Association 
must be accorded the honor of the first Bench-show of setters and 
pointers ever held in this country, while that of Tennessee deserves 
the highest meed of praise for having first shown the world what 
America could do in the way of a Field-trial. These and similar 
shows and trials which have been held In different parts of the 
country during the last six months, have opened the eyes of our 
sportsmen to the fact that, in order to excel with their dogs, it is 
neceapary to give more careful attention to their breeding and 
breaking. 

The Gun-trial held at the first annual Convention of the Illinois 
Association is also worthy of note, as affording to sportsmen an op¬ 
portunity of arriving at a satisfactory conclusion in regard to the 
comparative merits of home and foreign-made guns, as well as of 
the breech and the muzzle loader. This latter question is one which, 
until quite recently, was much discussed, but we believe that it is at 
last settled, and the faithful old muzzle loader must give way to its 
more favored rival, on the score of execution and convenience. That 
these gun-trials will become a popular and instructive feature of the 
annual conventions of the State and Na ional Associations, we can 
not doubt, and with their frequent recurrence we shall perhaps 
solve some of the problems over which theorists deliglit to wrangle. 

The questions of the right of property In dogs, the legal and aocial 
claims of the land owners and the sportsmen upon each other, and 
the need of an uniform fixed railroad tariff upon dogs when ac¬ 
companied by their owners, are at present being thoroughly can¬ 
vassed, and will doubtless be definitely settled at an early day. 

The artificial propagation of fish, although comparatively in its 
Infancy among us, is now receiving the attention which its import¬ 
ance Remands, and is certainly destined to prove in time, one of our 
most productive sources of cheap and healthful food. But the sub¬ 
ject Is too vast for a full discussion in the limits of an ordinary 
newspaper article, and in examining the record of the last few years 
in the sporting world, we can only say with Galileo, “ The world does 
mote.” 

The prospects for the fall shooting season are In the highest degree 
satisfactory, if we may judge from the reports from every section of 
tne country. 


























THE IRISH TEAM IN CHICAOO. 


On Monday last, at 7:30 P. M., the celebrated Irish rifle team ar¬ 
rived In this city via the Chicago, Borlington and Quincy Railroad 
ftom their tour through the far West. 

The party consisted of Messrs. John'Rigby,'Joshua K. Millner, 
John Kelly, Edmund Johnson, John J. Bagnall, and M^. Leech, 
Captain of the team. Mr..Charles Hallock, of Ibreai and Stream, 
has been acting escort to the party,'sioce the beginning of their 
Western trip. 

On their arrival, they were met by Gen. J. D. Webster, ^M^jor 
Brand, H. M. Smith, and others, under whose direction they were 
quartered at the Palmer House, and next day were shown the sights 
of the Garden City. On Wednesday the party visited the shooting 
park presided over by our friend Tom Stagg, and were entertained 
by a number of the members of the Gun Club. The day was spent 
in trap-shooting, in which only two of the^Irishmen^participated. 

On Thursday the distinguished visitors left for a duck shoot on the 
Calumec, and there we must leave them for tlie present, wishing 
them the best of sport. It is probable tliat they will remain in the 
city over Sunday.

—After disposing of the usual routine of business, at a meeting of 
the Gun Club held at F. J. Abbey A Co.’s store, on the evening of 
Oct. 19, the affable President, Mr. John J. Gillespie, ordered the 
leather medal of the Club to be placed on exhibition. The medal is 
of sole leather, 12 inches in diameter, and has a shooting scene 
stamped on each side and a leather chain attached to it. The 
unlucky holder will be incited to lose Its ownership by the following 
inscrptl on which is Impressed on its face: ” Presented to the worst 
shot of the Gun Club for his unexampled exertion not to win it.” 
The following regulation was adopted for aspirants; The poorest 
score in 10 single birds, 21 yards rise, to be entitled to it. The win¬ 
ner to retain possession until he defeats some one else. - The holder 
to be challenged every 80 days; open to all. 

It has found a possessoiv-Mr. Clay Hmith—who became entitled to 
it on the 21st Inst, by having done the poorest shooting at the tour¬ 
nament of the Club held at Tom Stagg’s—and this too |ln the pre¬ 
sence of the Irish riflemen I Mr. Smith ought to be happy, havlpg 
achieved glory enough for one day. , 

—Abner Price, Esq., President of the famous Keunlcott Club, of 
this city, is a practical sportsman, as bis many friends can testify. 
His skill in the field might almost be termed ” good luck,” were he 
not recognized as one of the best shots at the trap in the country. 

This season he proposes to out-do even himself, if we may judge 
from his last Monday’s score. Leaving his residence on Prairie ave. 
at 1 ;I5 P.M., be drove to Abe Kleinman’s on the Calumet river,fourteen 
miles distant, and commenced shooting at about 4 P. M. On Tues¬ 
day, at 12;15, noon, he sat down to dinner at home, having bagged 
during his absence forty-eight red-heads and blue-bills, while, owing 
to the heavy sea, he lost perhaps half that number from bis inability 
to reach them after they bad been killed. Mr. Price Informs us that 
the shooting on the Calumet is excellent, (we should judgejso’l) and 
that during twenty years of duck shooting in this vicinity be has 
never seen ducks so plentiful. 

—The trip of the Irish rifle team to the Indian Territory was heart 
ily enjoyed. Arrriving in Hannibal, Mo., on Oct. 9, they were 
joined by Mr. Edward W. Hope, of La Grange, Mo., .whose expe¬ 
rienced guidance) was Invaluable to the party. Adding to the force 
from bis own kennel, five setters and a hound, they started for Shell 
City, Mo., via Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad. Here shooting 
was indulged in for a day and a half; 30 brace of quail and a few 
chickens were bagged. Thence by rail to Cbetopa, Kansas, where 
wagons were secured, and with the addition of several scouts to the 
party, the road was taken for the Indian Territory. The success at¬ 
tending the party there was fair, they bringing back as trophies sev¬ 
eral deer and a number of chickens. 


’The Audubon Club of Detroit, Mich., “deem it important that a 
State Sportsmen’s Association be formed to co-operate with the Na¬ 
tional Sportsmsmens’ Association in procuring uniform laws for the 
better protection of the fish and game in this State ” (Mich.), and in 
a circular letter invite the co-operation of the sportsmen of the State.

“ procuring uniform laws for the better protection of the fish and 
game” of Michigan. 


—Game in Colorano is abundant Buffalo, elk and antelope roam 
over the plains to the eastward, while bears, both of the cinnamon 
and grizzly species, mountain sheep and black-tail deer reward the 
mountain hunter; many of the smaller streams are well stocked 
with fish. White snipe, geese, duck and plover are numerous. 

—Dr. W. A. Pratt, the well-konwn fish culturist of Elgin, Dl., has 
in bis batching bouse 60,000 California salmon eggs. The Walton- 
ian Club of Rockford, will have 25,000 young salmon fry placed in

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BP0RTIN9 NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Washington, October 19, 1874, 
To THE Editor or The Field:— At the regular meeting of the 
Sportsmen’s Club of this city It was found to be necessary to dis¬ 
band the club, and arrangements were made to that end. Thus it is 
that the second attempt to protect our game birds here has fallen 
through. I hope the third may be more successful, 

I have never seen the quail in such numbers as we have now in 
our vicinity. Good bags are made daily, and still the birds do not 
seem to be thinned out to any great extent. A covey of full-grown 
birds were found, a few days ago, crossing an open lot at the edge 
of the city, and some boys chased them with stones. I am going to¬ 
morrow to visit a little village in Maryland, and hope to meet with 
good success. Will let you know in my next. 

The Analostans of this city beat the Nassaus of New York in the 
four-oared race on the Harlem river in 18 minutes and 62 seconds. 
There is great rejoicing in the chib. 

The third and fourth trotting races, which took place at Bright- 
wood last Wednesday and Friday, fully sustained the good opinions 
the Association earned by the sport of the previous week. The 
weather was delightful, and the hor8e3>eemed anxious for the sport 
to commence. There was a large attendance, and good order pre¬ 
vailed throughout the trot. With the exception of Anglo-Saxon, 
who was too sick to trot, and Lady Gertrude, the entries were the 
same as the previous week. Wm. Penn was the favorite from the 
start, and nobly sustained the good reputation he had made. The 
first heat was closely contested, the horses crossing the first half 
mile—Lerian two lengths ahead, and Penn, Forest, and Arthur 
Wilde in the order named. Penn closed up the gap, however, and 
came in ahead in 2\Z1 %; Lerian, second; Forest, third; and Wilde, 
fourth. The second beat was remarkably well contested, though 
Forest broke badly, end resulted in a dead heat between Forest and 
Penn in 2:39j^. This caused some cliange in the betting, which was 
unfortunate for those who “hedged” on Forest, for the next two 
heats were won by Penn in 2:383^ and 2:39}^. 

Friday was a good day for a race, and the track was again visited 
by a goodly number anxious to again see the 0ne trotting. The 
horses entered wore Lerian. Penn, Forest, Arthur Wilde, and 
Washington, Jr. The latter coming in fifth every time, and show¬ 
ing lame at the second heat, was withdrawn.

SPORT IN WISCONSIN. 


To THE Editor of The Field:— The shooting season for all the 
smaller game is getting well advanced, and the shooting of pinnated 
grouse is practically over, as the birds are extremely wild and will 
not lie to a dog. Already they are to be seen in packs of from sixty 
to one hundred. The “ houk” of the wild goose is becoiping more 
frequent, and good sport will soon he had with ansfr on the 
marshes and feeding grounds bordering on the Puckaway Lake. 
But few of our game birds are more eagerly sought for than the 
wild goose, and its wariness makes it a fit bird for the sportsman to 
lavish his skill upon. The season for deer will be excellent in 
Northern Wisconsin, and especially in Marathon and Portage coun¬ 
ties, from which many accounts are heard of the excellence of the 
shooting. Ruffed grouse are plenty in nearly all portions of the 
stat", but, owing to the difficult shooting whore they are abundant, 
but few sportsmen hunt them. Woodcock are extremely scarce in 
all parts of Wisconsin, and no reports are heard of large bags being 
made. Ducks of all kinds and varieties are found in myriads at 
Puckaway and Buffalo lakes and also at Rice Lake, near the north¬ 
ern boundary of the state. Every morning and evening excellent 


shooting can be had without going outside the village limits of 
Montello. This happens as the ducks have two dally flights, one to 
and the other from Buffalo Lake. At early morn they depart in 
clouds from the Puckaway Lake, where they have spent the night 
amongst the rice and sloughs, and take their way westward to the 
former lake, where they remain secure from molestation, as they 
keep in its center and thus defy the wiles of the sportsmen. Mal¬ 
lard, wood-duck and teal all mingle in delicious confusion, and com¬ 
bine to make the scene one worthy the pencil of an artist. Quail, in 
the more thickly settled communities, have gradually succumbed to 
the gun and their enemy the fox, until but very few can be found. 
Your correspondent intends to take a trip northward in quest of 
good shooting for a few days, and should he find game as plenty, and 
the shooting as fine, as he anticipates, you will undoubtedly have an 
account of the trip and its success from the pen of

A HAZARDOUS PARTRIDGE HUNT. 


StbvensPoint, Wis., OcTlO.-The warm side of human nature as 
found In the hearts of more than two hundred of Wisconsin’s lura- 
termen displayed itself during the past week in a search after a train- 
boy (although a man in years) in business on the Wisconsin Central 
railroad. 3 he pung man was employed on the runs between Mena- 
sha and Marshfield. His residence is at the former place where 
lives his wife and one child. 

And it all came about in this wise: On Friday, the 9th inst., he 
conceived the novel idea of hunting partridges with a revolver, and 

Jeft the upward-bound train at 
Mill Creek station, some fifteen miles northwest of this city. It was 
his iritention ro return on the first Incoming car, which was due one 
hour from the time he entered the pinery. Alas for human purpose 
and expectation I A few rods from the station, and he was as 
thoroughly bewildered as thougli a hundred miles intervened be¬ 
tween him and civilization. His hunt for game proved fruitless, as 
well as his effort to retrace his steps. The eastward-bound train 
signaled its approach, but in his dismay he failed utterly to recognize 
locality or appreciate distance. 

All around him ^ant forest trees spread their mighty branches in 
mute mockery; ni^t drew near, the cold air swept by with bitter 
moans, and alone and despairlog, Jos. L. Robinson realized that he 
was lost. 

His agony may not be pictured. His wife waited in vain for his 
footstep, and his infant child for his wonted kiss and caress. But 
stout hearts were panting for the search, and brave men making 
ready to relieve him. ° 

The down train brought the news, and the next conveyance took 
twenty or thirty to aid in the rescue. No success attended their 
efforts. On Monday, the services of the Wisconsin Central were 
brought into requisition, and specials run hither and thither as occa¬ 
sion reauired. All who had commenced the search remained in the 
woods during Sunday and Monday. 

On'Tuesday morning the excitement was intense. Another extra 
was sent up with nearly seventy men under the direction of Mr W 
G. Hlnman. 

Another party of twenty.or more took the regular train to sec. 19, 
and started from the track in a northerly direction. These were un- 
der the charge of W. B. Buckingham, Esq., cashier of the Central 
bsmk of this city. 

Other parties from Kenosha and other points were at the same 
time vigorously prosecuting the search in other directions. 
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It were utterly vaiu to convey any coueention of the prevailing 
excitement. Telegrams were sent here and there all along th^lire. 
The shrill whistle of the locomotive, nn agreed signal, disturb^ the 
stillness of the night, and when the young man 
<lay, excitement gave place to eutbuaiaatlo shouta and tumultuous

KENTUCKY STATE SPORTSMEN'S ASSOCIATION. 


ADDRESS. 

To the Amateur Sportsmen ojKentucky: 

The great object for which the Kentucky Sportsmen’s Association 
has been organized Is the protection and preservation of game 
in this State. j * 

No Stote in the Union, originally, presented to the sportsmM a 
longer catalogue of the choicest game, whether of fur, fin or feather, 
than the Stote of Kentucky. Originally settled by a race of hardy 
hunters, whose love of the chase led them into the then unexplored 
wilds of the Stote, there is none, perhaps, which counts anrong her 
^tizens to-day more numerous or more ardent devoteee. Yet, not¬ 
withstanding all this, no steps worthy of the object have as yet been 
undertaken for the protection and pi’eservation of game within the 
State. It is true we have a crude, illy-digeeted statue upon the sub¬ 
ject • but even this is a dead letter. No one ever thinks of enforcing 
even such laws as we have. No attention is paid to the habits of 
game, their seasons are but little regarded, the rareet and choicest 
species are slaughtered incouslderately: and, as a natural consequence, 
the game which once abounded in the State lain great peril of becom- 
iuK extinct. 

Tiiere are m&Dy causes wliicb coQtf ibute to tbis destruction of ^^amci 
and among tbem, wo regret to say, is the selfishness and want of 
union among themselves of genuine sportsmen. This ^use will be 
efifectually removed if sportsmen will unite themselves, with proper 


forcemeat of the law. If sportsmen fail or reftise to Inaugurate jpro- 
per measures for the protection of game, certainly those who feel no 
intereet in the subject cannot be expected to do so. 


SPORTSMEN WE ALL HAVE KNOWN.

According to him the breech-loader is a stupid 
invention to enable the shooters to destroy in a day as much game as 
they would have been content In the o'den (and golden) time to bag 
In a week. Therefore, the breech-loader he holds In utter abhorrenci’, 
and whenever he chancee to be of a party where breech-loaders are 
used by his companions, he purposely wastes his time when re-loading 
his own antiquated fowling-piece so as to make his companions ol the 
breech-loading creed fume. None who have not witnessed the jror- 
formance can picture to their minds the flendlsb expression that lllu- 
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mlnates the old boy's features 88, with a sly twinkle In hiscunnlna 
old eyes, he keeps on ramming and ramming his stubborn wads, whilst 
toe young bloods of toe period are prancing for very despair. This 

delights the revengeful old sinner, and the more you beseech him to 
make bMte the more dogged grows the expression of his countenance 
and the le?8 haste he makes. Again, when actually In the stubble, he 
takes an unworthy pleasure in wiping his younger companion’s eyes, 
and to crown his Infamy he declares, after committing the deed, thai 
he has not done It, that it was his gun that icou/dkUl at aU distances. 

The STOrtsman of the old school has invariably some very excellent 
dogs. Whatever may be bis particular fancy as to the breed, you may 
be sure that his animals will be some of thehest of their kiiii. More¬ 
over, all his dogs are trained to retrieve, for the old man holds that If 
one dog can do he requires, there is no necessity whatever for him 
to have two, and the sight of a retriever invariably excites his risible 
faculties to th-' highest pitch. 

that black dog of yours ?” says he. « That's an 
outlandish Invention, I’ll bet. What is it good for? Stay at heel, eh? 
Then you must spring your birds yourself I suppose ? That’s very 
queer. What ? I must have a pointer or two, just as I have now. and 
moreover I n^smust also have a black fellow like this one behind me 
to go and pick up whatever I shoot. Well, that’s very complicated, 
at any rate, and no doubt very costly too In the bargain; butXcannot 
see it at all, and so long as my pointers, setters, and spaniels wiU re¬ 
trieve as well as they do, and ever have done, none of your so-called 
retrievers proper will do for me.” 

In convereatlon the sportsman of the old school invariably brings on 
the fapw what sport was in bis time. This is a chief charucteristic of 
the worthy old knight of the trigger, and he boasts with just pride of 
the Jiumber of boa<fof game he has grassed and brought to b&a fairly 
and in a sportsmanlike manner. 

“None of your tricks with us, young men,” he will say. “We 
never us^ to hide ourselves behind stone batteries, and there wait in 
ambush for the wretched birds to be driven to us. Neither did we 
take an army of Iwaters for covert shooting, and select a warm corner 
No, no. We went out by ourselves, with a keeper behind us to carry 
our game, but even he never Interfered as far as the finding of the 
game was conceme<i. That was our business and the dogs’, and we 
allowed our game the free use and exercise of their wits and wiles to 
elude our search, to evade our approach, and when once sprung to 
escape our shot. No unfairness with us. To our diligent, patient, and 
expenencM search the birds opposed their wariness: to our skill they 
opposed their speed. All was fair and above-board then, and that is 
more than you can say with your new-fangled notions of what you 
call aport/' 

Having delivered himself thus, the old boy empties his glass and 
resides puffing at his favorite old pipe. In sporting costume the old 
sportsman is all pockets. Caps are to be found In aU his waistcoats, 
and wadding has even found ite way between the lining and theclott! 
of his cMts. In evervthing connected with sport toe old man Is bold. 
Holder toan he would be on any other subject. But, as he is well 
aware that everyone pretends to look upon him and upon bis notions 
as being antiquated and out of place this fast age, he brings more en¬ 
ergy and more “ fire” to bear In his arguments than he would other¬ 
wise do. It is no uncommon thing for him to get “ riled” in such a 
manner by some innocent double entendre that he forthwith declines 
any tertber conversation with the ofiTendlng party on the subject un¬ 
der discussion. •' 


Above all things, tbesportsman of the old school abhors the “ sport- 
iiig swell of toe new school,” who seems to be his living antithesis. 

the period is a vivid and melancholy example 
of the extremes of foppery to which a man may attain If he only lays 
himself out for It. This elegant shqpter is elaborately got up In full 
shooting costume (price 3 guineas or more), and invariably possesses 
the cosUiest weapon his puree or his credit will allow him to buy to 
borrow, or to hire. These high-priced instruments of warfare are not, 
as a rule, good killers In the hands of the swells. Somehow, It gen- 
y happens that the higher the styleof the swell, the less game he 
kills. The two are in inverse ratio. No swell who has any self- 
rrapect will condescend to shoot without gloves; and if his means 
will allow him, he wUl certainly have at least a loader. If be cannot 
also procure a wine and cigar bearer. Such is the spirit of the age 
among the rteing generation of sportsmen. As to sporting dogs, niMt 
of tboM never bad any, and never mean to. To some of them the 
me of dogs is next to Incomprehensible, and the keeping and training of 
them too great a bore to be endured. This, however, does not prevent 
them from giving their opinions should any discussion arise as tothe 
merits or demerits of a dog. 

Between the two extremes I have described lies the bulk of ordi¬ 
nary sportsinen.

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FINNATED OF OUSE SHOOTIEQ. 


TheeiUtor ofthe&»«ne Cbun<j/Journal, Salina Kansas, gives the 
ToHowiDg (lescriptloD of a day's hunt for pinnated groiM in the 
month of August last: “ We have had our Second chloken hunt. 
It was on last Friday that It happened. It was very TOuvenlent to 
go on that day because the convention at Leavenworth the day be- 
lore had nominated a man contrary to our wishes, and we were 
ffreatly cljagrined. To get out on the prairies with the boys, aiar 
from politicians and politics, was our desire; and w^hen once there 
we soon lost all thought of ‘secular topics amid the ftin we had. Not 
earlier than four o’clock, A. M., ‘there might have been seen wend¬ 
ing their way over the hUls’ from town, two light W8g<^ lowing 
the following preciousdreight: Judge John Foster, C. 8. ^dcllff, M. 
A. FaasettM. W. Clarkson, C. Post, C. H. Martin, John Underwood 
and ourself. We had passable luck in stirring up the chickens on 
our way to Gypsum Creek. The first wagon, loaded with Foster, 
Radcliff, Fassett, and ourself, became separated from the other one, 
and it was about two o’clock in the afternoon before the party re¬ 
united. ‘Jack,’ our dog, did excellent service, and so did the dog we 
stole. Yes, the latter did first-class service—he stole back to town 
the first chance he got. The parties In the first wagon were all good 
shoto; that is, they could shoot oil their guns as well as auylx^y: 
but the shot seemed of poor quality, as It never seemw to take effect 
except about once in five times. A haymaker told Clarkson that our 
crowd shot six times at one bird and then did not kill it. That hay- 
maker Is a fraud, or why should he thus Impose upon so respect¬ 
able a combination oftaleht, beauty and Innocence as that which 
constituted the first load. 'I'here was John—he would ‘flush’ a 
chicken and shoot; and then Charley would let fly, and two shots 
from Fassett’s blunderbuss would bring or lame the fowl, and then

two charges of powder in the other. But mistakes are always liable 
to occur among the best hunters. But mistakes do not occur so often 
among some good hunters as with others. That was the case with 
our crowd. Toward noon it commenced getting hot, and we corn- 


rapid firing over to the left. wDlch satisneci us tnat tne L/iarKsou ^ 
party were getting away with the chickens rapidly. We sought a , 
pleasant shade, spread our fine Unen on the grass, unloaded our 
Kiskets and blazed into the eatadles. We were hungry and the 
victuals were sufllciently relished. While there the other party 
came rolling up and cheers were offered in ancient form. Notes 
were compared, and it was found that without any ‘nigging’ our 
party had killed 25 and the Clarkson party 29. Adde<i to this were i 
several plovers which Foster kUled standing, and a iack-rabbit which i 
he also shot while it was in the act of turning a series of sommer^ts , 
in mid-air. The two parties, after a smoke, sallied out on to the 
prairie again, and followed a branch of the creek for several milM 
toward ito source. A portion of the party took one side and the 
balance the other. Four dogs were on the war-path now, and we 
had struck the ‘happy hunting grounds.’ Covey after covey brought 
the dogs to a stand and eight eager men pushed out into me nMks 
and glens in close pursuit. It was hot, but there was Jolly fun. Post 
went off on an expedition of his own, and was away in the distance 
with his birds all around him. If the nnmberless shots he fired was 
any Indication of the presence of birds. When we joined him, how¬ 
ever, only one bird could he produce, although he persistently 
claimed that he had shot several which he had lost. Post was 
‘rigged’ over his adventure. The work was now getting tedious. 
Parched throaU, wet faces and sore limbs was the generM complaint, 
and the ‘party of the first part’ concluded to return. While on the 
way homo a covey was struck and Foster wt away with four of 
them. How he did put on airs for the balance of the way! We 
came across a spring, and there we drank a barrel of its contents and 
lunched. Continuing our journey we made rapid strides toward 
town. Soon afterwards the second prrty arrived and notes were com- 
pued again. Over one hundred chickens it footed up—and most of 
them spoUed. We will take another hunt when cooler weather 
comes—not before.”

DISTEMPER AND ITS TREATMENT. 

We are often asked to prescribe for dogs ‘‘ sick with distemper,” 
as we are told; yet when we ((6 to see them we find them more fre¬ 
quently suffering from cold than distemper. Dogs, we believe, differ 
from each other In their constitutions more than any other animal, 
which makes it almost Impossible to prescribe for them without see¬ 
ing them. Distemper is a very lusidlous disease, as its symptoms are 
so various, and as it oftentimes is on the dog for days before being 
noticed. If taken early, it is easily cured, but after the first few days 
it is better to call in a veterinary surgeon than to try and cure It one’s 
self. For a puppy, our treatment generally consists of a dose of salts 
to begin with—half a teaspoonful, at night, if there is not much fever; 

1 gr. of antimony, 2 grs. ipecac and 7 grs. nitre. This is for one pill. 
In the morning the same pill again, unless the fever is worse, when 
give a grain more of antimony in the pill. Give this pill for two 
days; then, if fever has disappeared, but discharge not quite gone, 
give pill twice a day for tliree days; of ipecac, 3grs., nitre 8grs. 
Then, if well, give tonic pill for a couple of weeks twice a day. The 
following, taken from Forrester's book. Is one we often use: Quinine, 

2 scruples, sulphate of iron, ditto, extract of gentian, 4 drams, quas¬ 

sia as much os required. Make Into twenty pills. Forrester says 
give three times a day; we give them twice. It is best to have them 
made up at a druggist’s, as it is a difficult pill to make. Give no meat. 
Feed little and often ; keep the dog warm, but let him have plenty 
of air, and change his bed every day. Never give calomel or any 
other drugs, for although they are very useful in distemper, if they 
afe required, it is better, as I said before, to apply to a veterinary sur¬ 
geon. The above simple remedies may save many a dog, if taken at 
once. __

A RELIC OF DANIEL BOONE. 

THE " BOONE tree" IN TENNESSEE—THE SPOT WHERE DANIEL 
"CILLED” A "BAR.” 

A correspondent of The Nashville Onion and American writes 
from Washington county, Tennessee: Near Mr. Paw’s farm on the 
lands of S. E. Edwards, is the famous Boone tree,which contains the 
earliest record of civilization in Tennessee. It stonds on the north¬ 
western slope of a hill which rises up from Sinking Creek, near the 
Blountsville and Jonesboro stage road. The hill is thickly set with 
beech, maple, and oak, and the whole earth is ramified with gnarled 
roots, which cover the surface like an inextricable mat. 'The dense 
woods, tbe roar of the little creek as it leaps in cascades over the 
tinted limestone, and the deep gloom of the forest, give a wildness 
to the surrounding not unliKe what one may imagine it was 114 
years ago, when Daniel Boone, the bold pioneer, resting his rifle 


day s work in this way; 


ore, near Glen Cove, for a sight of bis valuable imported doga, which 
Inclnded a magnificent pair of Scottish stagbounds,descended from 
Sir Walter Scott’s famous Maida; a pair of pugs, just now so fash¬ 
ionable in England, exceedingly well-bred, and perfect in form, col¬ 
or and marking, and also a majestic leonine mastiff bitcb, beyond 
comparison tbe finest specimen of this superb race ever imported 

Mr. Raab, of the exnress office, Hoboken, exhibited a well-bred 
specimen of the old-fasnioned German Daclihund, or crooked-Iegced 
beagie, a variety of hound destined to become in great demand in 
this country. Of another breed of dogs—not yet as fully aporeciated 
as it deserves in this country—tbe Cocker spaniel-Mr. Hamilton 
Tliompson exhibited an exceedingly well-bred specimen, a beautiful 
chesnut-and-white dog. There werealao some terriers on exhibition 
among them a beautiful bull terrier bitcb, absolutely perfect in’ 
every respect, and some Skyes; but these latter would not compare 
with tbe wonderfully fine pair imported by Mr. Delufleld Smith, the 
absence of whose kennel, by the way, was much regretted by those 
who had seen his mastiffs and coolies down at Shrewsbury. Apro¬ 
pos of oollies, there were three excellent dogs of this valuable breed 
at the Show Bench, from the Beacon Farm, but being cooped and 
cramped in narrow boxes, they were seen at a great disadvantage 

The thought suggests itself, that, as the show was under the au¬ 
spices of an agricultural society, it must have been an oversight not 
to have offered a premium for coolies, which are par excellence the 
farmer’s dogs. Of all tbe canines assembled, none attracted more 
attention than the puppies exhibited by Mr. Tilly, of Locust Valley, 
and Mr. Waddell, of Ni wton. The former, nine in number ali 
black and tan, and all sired by Jerome’s prize dog. Shot, were splen¬ 
did in color and as much alike as so many peas out of tbe same pod 
The Waddell lot consisted of five magnificent pups from different 
bitches by tbe prize dog Colburn’s Dash, but all of them bearing un¬ 
mistakable signs of their paternity. If the judges acted under the 
Scriptural Injunction, “ By their fruits shall ye know them.’’ th y 
could not well avoid awarding first prizes to Shot and Dasb, the sires 
of these beautiful puppies.

time he was 26 years of age, and doubtless was more than 
100 miles from any human habitation, relying alone upon his own 
brave heart, strong arm, and trusty rifle.

For several hundred 
yards southwest, and immediately around the tree, are a large num¬ 
ber of mounds, with corresponaing depressions, which have led 
many to believe that it was originally a mining region of the In¬ 
dians, and some have been led to think that beds of pure silver, as 
rich as those of Potoxi, might be found by digging. But 1 am satis- 
fled tliat the mounds liave been produced by uprooted trees, wliose 
roots decaying have left the cherty beds high above the general sur¬ 
face. 

A farmer’s boy, in Ohio, observing a small flock of quails In his 
father’s cornfield, resolved lo watch their motions.

Too generous to be prudent, she never listened to 
the kindly advice of Berauger, prompting her in the days when she 
was young to lay up someUring against old age, and she bos been 
compelled therefore to keep the stage many years longer than she 
might have remained had she favor^ fortune as fortune favored her. 
The charity which, through her long and useful life, she so readily 
showed to others has been as bread cast upon the waters; it has re¬ 
turned to her at an opportune moment. A grand representation in 
her honor and for her benefit has Just been given at the Salle Venta- 
dour. Tn ten days 60,000 francs were su^rlbed. All the leading 
artists of Paris gladly contributed their services, and the entertain¬ 
ment, which lasted until late in the morning, was one of the most 
meritorious, even aside from its object, which has been seen upon the 
French stage for years.

THE WALKINQ CURE. 

He has passed Atlanta, Ga., and gone to Topeka, Kansas,—De 
Mahler—a man who has travels around the world and alt over it on 
foot.

rather walk,” and some miles on he passes the home of the wagoner, 
who by this time has his wile and children out to look at the man 
who had rather walk than ride. De Mahier goes trudging on like the 
wandering Jew. He has put 40,000 miles behind him since 1862, and 
has acquired such momentum now that he can’t stop. He must walk 
to be happy. Of course he stops sometimes for rest and refreshment 
and sleep, out 'tis only a halt. An Atlanta editor took De Mahler to 
his house, and got some particulars of his walk in life out of him. 

De Mahler is a Virginian. He has estates that yield him such an 
income as enables him to go where he pleases to enjoy himself in his 
own way. He was wounded in the beginning of the war, and when 
his wound healed he was bent nearly m>uble and was totally 
unable to walk. He was rolled up almost like that being which 
turiia itself into a ball and wheels from place to place. He went to 
Paris to get straightened out. The surgeons operated upon him, but 
after a fair trial they couldn’t make his head and feet stay a’, their 
respective ends of the man. At length they told him that nothing 
could effectually cure him but walking, persistent walking. He re¬ 
solved to try it. He told his doctor that he was going to walk out of 
Paris and leave France on foot. The doctor told him he was crazy. 
He, however, commenced the Journey, and made only 104 yards from 
his lodgings the first day, with the aid of stick. The doctor tended 
him two weeks on his trip, that la until ho got out of Paris. He had 
then begun to improve, and was filled with a glorious hope. He put 
his whole soul into his walk. In a month he was on the sunny slopes 
of the Pyrenees, and had begun to straighten up like a man. He 
walked on, and on, and on. At length he was entirely cured and 
strode with a firm tread. Thus he walked along the world and across 
It, and became Intensely interested In his travels. He sailed across 
sea^ but walked the decks of vessels in order to keep his foot in. On 
land he seems to walk a« naturally as the winds blow and thestreams 
flow, and now he can’t stop. He makes pencil sketches of the best 
scenes, and remembers every place he has been in, and tbe name of 
somebody he met and talked to. He is thoroughly cured of his war 
wounds, but many lazy people might think that the cure is worse 
than tbe original afllictiou. 


THE ELEPHANT DTIRQ OUT. 

Somewhere in the marvelous yarn of Sindbad the Sailor, contriv¬ 
ed for the benefit of the all-puissant Haroun Alraschid and Oiafflr, 
his vizier, is an account of the burying place of the elephants. Sind¬ 
bad, surrounded by the monstrous brutes, lias scaled a tree, in which 
be is besieged for seven days and seven nights; on the eighth day an 
old bull, the " rogue” of the herd, rends the tree up by the roots, and 
bindbad, falling headlong to the grouud. judges it the safest course 
t'l feign death. The elephant, disdaining to wreck its vengence 
upijn a lifeless enemv, picks the old sailor up and quietly carries 
him to the great burial place of the tribe—a hill some miles in cir¬ 
cuit, surrounded by impenetrable forests, and thickly covered with 
the bones and tusks of generation after generation of “the brute 
which bears between its eyes the serpent of a band.” Sindbad, with 
commendable prudence, continued to counterfeit death until not an 
elephant was in sight; and then, with an alacrity equally commend- 
imle, loads a raft with picked tusks, makes his way with them to 
Bagdad, and so finds himself once again a rich man. 

Modem research has gone far to rehabilitate the credit of Sindbad 
the Sailor. We know that the long narrative of the seven voyages 
is no idle fairy tale, but that it embodies the genuine tradition of 
old navigators, such as Hanno. and that its main facts are sub¬ 
stantially accurate; the Valiev of Diamonds actually exists in Cey¬ 
lon; the great rill'll once built its nest in Madagascar, and flapped 
Its monstrous wings to and fro between Ibe Island and the main¬ 
land : and there is good ground to believe that the tale of the great 
burial-place ot the elephant race is no mere fable, but that hl^i up 
in the table-land of Central Africa, on the further side of Tan¬ 
ganyika, in districts where the white man’s foot has never trod, 


Ivory Is to be found as plentifully as in the fossil beds of Siberia, 
whence are dug up the large mammoth tusks that furnish nine- 
tentlis of the raw material operated upon by our London ivory 
turners. Indeed, it would almost seem as If the energy of the Zan- 
jiuBr merchants had at length found a way to Sindbad’s charmed 
hill. 

Within the last year tbe Importation has doubled itself. Whence 
came all these tusks V Has the Valhalla of Sindbad been actually 
diMovered, and do the chiefs whose huts cluster around Tanganyika, 
and under the shadow of the Mountains of the Moon, know of a 
veritable Tom Tiddler’s ground where ivory can be picked up, as in 
Silwria it can be dug up, by the ton, or does each pair of tusKS that 
finds its way to England represent a slaughtered elephant, and is a 
war of extermination being waged, the ultimate effect of which 
must be to render the huge brute as extinct as the dlnoris itself? 

The latter, we fear, is the true answer. The elephant, like the 
whale, is dying out. In India he is becoming almost as rare as the 
red deer in England. The hunters have driven him further and 
further inland; unless something bo done to protect him,he will be¬ 
fore long become, on the main continent at any rate, altogether ex- 
uuct, and Sahib will have to import his elephants from Birmah and 
Ceylon, much as we in England import our horses from Ireland,and 
our foxes from any country that will send them to us in sufficient 
numbers and of sufficient size and strength,—London Telegraph. 


REMINISCENCES OF AN ECCENTRIC SPORTSMAN. 


The recurrence of another “Second October” recalls the rem te days 
when the Ciesarewitch and Cambrideshire were unknown names, 
and when even the Two Thousand and One Thousand Guinea 
Stakes did not exist. Few will remember that it is little more than 
a century since the distinctive names of the verions Newmarket 
meetings were invented by the Jockev Club when in its feeble infan¬ 
cy. Students of Baily'a Racing Register will discover that the first 
and second Spring, or the first and second October, were unknown 
titles to the sportsmen of the first two Georges, and that “the 
Houghton" appears for the first time in the calendar of 1777. Un¬ 
consciously our modern frequenters of Newmarket are celebrating 
the memory of Lord Houghton, who was oile of the most eccentric 
characters that the heath ever saw. No man, .said the Sportsmen's 
C’o6<«ef. in an article that appeared shortly after his death, ever 
sacrificed so much time or so much property to practical and specu¬ 
lative sporting as the late Earl of Oxford. Incessantly engaged in 
the pursuit of sport, and of new inventions, he introduced more 
whimsicalities, more experimental genius and enthusiastic zeal 
thaaany man before him, or than any will ever employ again. It is in¬ 
deed hard to disguise^hat George, tlie third Earl of Oxford, although 
grandson to the great Sir Robert Walpole, was little better than a 
madman. His chief mania was for greyhounds, of which he had 
often 100 couples in training, and which he crossed with every va¬ 
riety of dog. But the freak with which his memory was indentlfied 
long after he had passed away w.as his habit of driving a four-in- 
hand team of re 1 deeratags, which he reduced to such perfect disci¬ 
pline in his own park that he was at last tempted to make an excur¬ 
sion with them to Newmarket. The accident that befell him is well 
known to sporting antiquarians, and excited no slight degree of 
amusement among the then Prince of Wales’ set, of wliich Lord Ox¬ 
ford was a habitue. As the pbsston, with Its strange team, ap¬ 
proached Newmarket, the cry of a pack of hounds was suddenly heard 
in the rear. The huntsman of the pack had been exercising bis 
hounds in the neighborhood of the heath, and was astonish^, on 
crossing the road, to see his dogs put their noses to the ground and 
give tongue in full chorus as they set off in pursuit. The scent left 
by four stags was naturally breast high: nor was it long before the 
deep-voiced music of the eager pack smote upon the sensitive ears 
of Lord Oxford’s team. Fear prevailed over discipline, and. in 
spite of all efforts of the noble charioteer, the stags dashed off at 
lightning speed, and whirled the light phroton after them with the 
celerity of a whirlwinjl. In vain did the trained grooms on horse¬ 
back take part in the headlong race. The stags rushed along the 
main street of the little town, and never stopped until they turned 
at full speed into the open portals of the Ram Inn. The doors were 
slammed just in time to exclude the foremost hounds; and this sin¬ 
gular circumstance, adds a contemporary writer, although attended 
with no accident, effectually cured bis lordship’s passion for deer 
driving.-London Telegraph. 


Not Inhumanity.— The question has been frequently asked as 
to what disposition is made of the large number of birds killed at 
pigeon tournaments. The birds used at the western tournaments 
are all wild pigeons, trapped and fed for market and those used 
have a chance for their life and llbertv instead of having their necks 
wrung, and as many as from two hundred and fifty to three hundred 
birds have escaped from good marksmen of a windy day. The birds 
killed are usually contracted for, and as soon as gathered, are tied 
inbundlesof six each, after which they are put into barrels of ice 
water to remove all animal heat, and then they are packed in ice and 
mostly shipped to New york and Boston.
